What is real public ownership? The public util- 
ity companies of the United States—electric light and 
power, gas, telephone and street railway—have answer- 


ed the question. Walter S. Gifford, Executive Vice Presi-| 


dent, American Telephone and Telegraph Company, in 
an address entitled “A Publicly Owned Institution,” ex- 
plains briefly and clearly what public ownership of an in- 
dustry is as compared with government, state or munici- 
pal ownership which can be more rightly termed “politi- 
cal ownership.” He says:

“The American Telephone and Telegraph Com-| 


pany has about 340,000 stockholders. Some of our as- 
sociated companies have over 200,000 preferred stock- 
holders. In addition, there are many hundreds of mill- 
ions of bonds and debentures owned by several hundred 
thousand individuals and corporations. Our business is 
one which you may say is publicly owned. 


“Business has changed a good deal in the last 20| 


or 30 years. The ownership has greatly widened. 
body owns as much as one per cent of the capital stock of 
the American Telephone and Telegraph Company. It is 
not controlled or owned by a small group of wealthy peo- 
ple. It is owned throughout the United States by 840,- 
000 stockholders. 

“It is an institution, an American institution,

grown up under American laws, plans and ideals, which | 


is really publicly owned, engaged in rendering a public 
service to the entire country without competition, under 
public regulation. 

“We have always welcomed regulation. We 
recognize the necessity for it, but we believe that in some 
respects, like everything else, it can be improved; and we 
also believe it will be.” 

In this brief statement, Mr. Gifford has summar- 
ized the layout and_ organization of the modern public 
utility. While the telephone company is larger than any 
other single utility company i nthe world and has been a 
leader in developing the idea of customer and employe 
ownership, “one-man ownership” is rapidly becoming 
a thing of the past as their stocks are absorbed more and 
more by customers and employes of the companies in the 
territories they serve.
